But the Tiny Kingdom Is De- 
fiant and Proposes to Hold 
Scutari——Public Opinion Is 
Strongly for Montenegro: 


London, April 5.—The progress of 
Balkan affairs is giving European di- 
some uneasy moments. The 
allies have taken a stiff-necked, inde- 
pendent attitude and refuse to accept 
orders from the powers. The question 
is, if it becomes necessary to coerce 
them, how can that be done? 

The allies realize that the concert of 
Furope is not harmonious as a month 
ago. The present policy of the Balkan 
Btates the peace terms 
and continue the war, at least until 
Montenegro has captured Scutari. 

The smallest kingdom in Europe 
cofltinues to defy the six great pow- 
ers. King Nicholas talks freely to in- 
terviewers, declaring that h> will take 
and keep the town, which he consid- 
ers necessary to the prosperity of his 
kingdom. 

Eight warships are blockading his 
port, but with the exception of Aus- 
tria-Hungary and Germany this meas- 
ure is being executed reluctantly. 
These two powers alone demand that 
Scutari incorporated in the state 
of Albania, and the other four pow- 
ers have joined with them apparently 
merely forthe sake of preserving har- 
mony.

Alleged Concern Is Guilty of 
Violating Anti-Trust Law. 
Hearing Begins in Augusta 
Monday. 


Macon, Ga., April 5.—(Special.)—The 
Amertean Cotton Oil company is the 
latest of the alleged trusts to be in- 
vestigated by the United States goverr- 
ment on the ground that it is guilty 
of violations of the Sherman anti-trus? 
law. 

United States District Attorney Alex- 
ander AKerman, of the Southern Dis- 
trict of Georgia, has summoned 149 
witnesses from all parts of the south 
to appear before the United States 
grand jury in Augusta, beginning Mon- 
day, and it is said the probe into the 
conduct of the cotton seed oil business 
in the south will be thorough. 

The witnesses summoned represent 
the interests of the independents, th: 
alleged trust, the buyers and the farm- 
ers, or producers, and District Attorney 
Akerman declares whens: he gets 
through with all these he believes he, 
will have a pretty good insight into the | 
cotton oil business as it is conducted 

The American Cotton Oil company 
has headquarters in New York cits 
and it is generally reputed it is a 
combination to arbitrate the price of 
raw cotton seed all over the south. 

The company maltintains agencies in 
practically all the southern states. 

It is understood District Attorne, 
Akerman has been working on the case 
for about eighteen months and the in- 
vestigation was started by complaints 
which have been received from differ 
ent sources for several months. It is 
said that the raw cotton seed sold eacr 
year in the south amounts to about 
$100,000,000 or about one-fifth of the to. 
tal value of the cotton crop. 


LJ GLENN WILLING 
T0 COME TO GEORGIA 


Mrs. Glenn Is Now in Atlanta 
Waiting for Husband to 
Return. 


Houston, Texas, April 5.—(Special.) 
L. J. Glenn, against whom there are 
two state warrants in Georgia, this aft- 
ernoon signed a waiver of extradition 
papers and announced his willingness 
to return to Georgia with the officer 
who ts expected to arrive here tomo-.- 
row from Atlanta in company with 3 
J. Reed, father of Mrs. C. W. Pidecock 
who accompanied Glenn to Houston. 

Glenn said today: “When the officer 
from Atlanta arrives here I will prob- 
ably make a statement of the whole 
affair. Some mistakes have been made 
and I intend returning to Atlanta :f 
necessary, although if I am to be tried 
for my part of this, I would prefer tuo 
have the trial before the court in 
Houston.” 

He refused to admit that he had a 
wife and children in Atlanta. 

Mrs. Pideock, wife of the president 
of the Georgian Northern railroad, who 
is alleged to have deserted her hus- 
band for Glenn, is very irate with the 
newspaper reporters for “nosing” into 
her affairs as she said. “I can go back 
to my father,” she stated relative to 
her future. 

“What can a woman do against a 
man with a million and a half?” was 
her sole comment relative to possibie 
prosecution of Glenn by Pidcock.

amounting to only $2,065.80. The in- 
crease in net earnings for 1912 over 
1911 is $555,031.90. 

The railroad commission calls the 
Georgia Railway and Power company, 
of Atlanta, the “Goliath of the public 
utility corporations of Georgia.” It

gia has completed for its forthcom- 
ing annual report, its compilation of 
earnings of street railroads, gas and 
electric light and power companies of 
Georgia for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1912. PracticalHy all of the 
companies reporting to the commission 
show a healthy increase for 1912 over 
1911, in both gross and net earnings. 
The term “net earnings” as used by 
the Georgia commission, as also the 
interstate commerce commission, means 
the excess of income over operating 
expenses. From the “net earnings” 
as reported, taxes and fixed charges, 
such as interest on bonds, etc... must 
be deducted before there is any dis- 
tribution of dividends to stockholders. 

Forty-eight street railroads, gas and 
electric light and power companies re- 
ported to the commission for .1912, as 
compares with forty-five similar cor- 
porations reporting in 1911, 

Of these forty-eight corporations 
only four reported deficits from oper-

Commits Suicide in Sight 


of Guards--Lacombe’s Last 


Thought Was of Mother. 


Paris, April 6.—Lacombe, a notorious 
arnarchist, bandit and murderer, com- 
mitted suicide today by jumping from 
the roof of the prison de la Sante. His 
leap to death was witnesed by all the 
prison officials and gtards, by La- 
lawyer, the prosecuting at- 
torney and the judge who had com- 
mitted him to the prison. 

All these spectators had been sum- 
moned by telephone during the two 
hours that Lacombe stood at the edge 
of the roof arguing with the wardens 
who sought to persuade him to return 
to his cell. 

Lacombe was awaiting trial on the 
c. rge of assasinating M. Ducret, edi- 
tor vf the newspaper L’Idee Libre. He 
was also charged with murdering sev- 
eral other people in various parts of 
France. 

He had been arrested in Paris 2n 
March 11, after the police throughont 
France had sought him for several 
months. A mob tried to lynch him 
while he was on the way to the police 
station. 

He was known as one of the most 
deperate criminals in the country and 
during his tncarceration confessed to 
the murder of Ducret, admitting kill- 
ing a postmaster at Bezone and a 
railroad cashier at Los Aubralis, near 
Orleans. A special guard was Kept 
on him in jail and even during his 
daily hour of excercise he was closely 
watched. 

He Maunted to Roof. 

This.morning while Lacombe was 
talking with his lawyer in an enclosed 
court yard inside the prison his guards 
stood a few yards off. Suddenly La- 
combe, who was an all-round athlete 
and’ a professional performer of feats 
of strength at county fairs, sprang 
forward and grasped the lower rungs 
of an iron ladder leading to the upper 
part of the building. He had climbed 
past tier after tier of cells and had 
mounted swiftly to the roof before the 
guards recovered from their astonish- 
ment. 

A dozen wardens passed through the 
prison and on to the roof trap doors, 
gradually surrounding him on three 
sides. 

He threatened to throw himself down 
and the guards hesitated to approach. 

A singular conversation then took 
place between Lacombe, the examin- 
ing judge and the prosecuting attor- 
ney, who had been telephond for. 

Lacombe’s lawyer, Georges Bouch- 
eron, and others meanwhile gathered 
on & balcony overlooking that part of 
the roof where Lacombe was stand- 
ing. 

Saini Drioux called on Lacombe 
to surrender. 

“Tt ts too late. 
replied.” 

Lacombe then complained of the food 
provided for him and of the lack of 
heat in his cell. The prison warden

Wilson's Attitude Is Firm. 

So firm is the president’s attitude re- 
ported to be, an attitude backed by the 
majority of his party In both branches 
of congress, that any effort of legisla- 
tors to escape a caucus pledge on the 
-wool schedule would not be tolerated. 

The president and party leaders, hav- 
ing agreed upon free raw wool, there 
would be no trouble getting it through 
the house, and the senate leaders pro- 
pose there be no kicking over the 
traces when it reaches a senate caucus 

It was asserted by some leaders 
that efforts of senators to dodge a 
Caucus pledge on the wool or sugar 
schedules would not be tolerated. The 
president, in talking today to Sena- 
tors Walsh and Meyers, of Montana, 
made plain his firm position on the 
wool tariff, declaring that the party 
could not afford to place any tariff 
on raw wool. 

Sugar-Wool Combine Proposed. 

It became evident during the day 
that proposals had been made between 
the sugar and wool partisans, looking 
to a combination that might force the 
president and the senate leaders tc 
give some protection to Loth indus- 
tries.

The ways and means committee, 
having completed the tariff bill, ad- 
journed until Monday, leaving the 
surar schedule open, approved in two 
ways. The committee voted for free 
sugar flatly, and also for the suggest- 
ed alternative of l1-cent a pound for 
three years, to be followed by free 
trade. 

Two schedules were drafted, the com- 
mittee leaving it to Chairman Under- 
wood to incorporate in the bill the 
schedule finally approved by the presi- 
dent. If no agreement can be reached 
ty way of compromise with the anti- 
free sugar senators, it was indicated 
that the tariff bill would be intro- 
duced any way, probably with sugar 
on the free lest. 

Tomorrow the senate finance com- 
rr.ittee will meet to go over the sched- 
ules drafted by the ways and means 
committee. 

By that time a definite understand- 
ing on the sugar schedule is expected. 
iOon Monday, Chairman Underwood will 
Setbelgnce the bill, and the house demo- 
crats have’been called to consider it in 
eaucus Tuesday morning. At that time 
the question of procedure will be con- 
sidered, whether tue ill, including € 
income tax, be taken as a whole or 
schedule by schedule. The prevalent 
opinion is that the cntire tariff will 
be considered as one measure. 

Underwood’s Report on Bill, 

Chairman Underwoo.. said tonigat 
he planned to have his report on the 
bill ready for the caucus, called by 
Representative Palmer, of Pennsy!l- 
vania, the caucus chairman. This re- 
port will be a complete analysis of 
the bill, and is to be accompanied by 
a handbook showing comparative 
rates with the Payne-Aldrich and 
other tariff laws. 

The bill, it {ts estimated, will result 
in a@ loss in revenue of from $80,000,- 
000 to $85,000,000 as compared with the 
Payne-Aldrich law. The saving to the 
People, it is estimated by the demo- 
Gratic experts, will aggregate several 
times this loss. 

The income _ tax provision, from 
which the loss of tariff revenue is ex- 
pected to be recovered, has been thor- 
oughly planned. Though the exemp- 
tion on this is placed at $4,000, it was 
said tonight that should the com- 
promise plan for a three years of re- 
duced rate On raw sugar prevail the 
personal income exemption might be 
raised to $5,000. The $4,000 exemp- 
tion, it is understood, was determined 
upon with the view of the placing of 
sugar on the free list, which alone 
would cut off $62,000,000 in revenue. 

Chairman Underwood waited until 
late today for word from members 
of the senate finance committee or the 
president, but none came. He will be 
on hand tomorrow to hear from them 
and members of the ways and means 
e-mmittee will be subject to call 
should a meeting be necessary. 

Revenue of $325,000,000 Expected. 
The new ta.iff revision Is expected 
by democratic ‘eaders to produce an 
annual revenue of $225,000,000 from 
the dutiable scxedules and approxi- 
mately $100,000,0¢60 more from the in- 
come tax, allowing for free sugar.

New York, April 5.—Railroad offi- 
negro firemen 
are employed were assailed today 
J. S. Carter, president of the Fire- 
men’s Brotherhood, in his summing up 
before the arbitrators of the firemen’s 


case in their demands for more pay 
from eastern rallroads. 

“Some of these officials,” said Car- 
ter, “would not trust their own $2,000 
motor cars to the class of labor they 
employ to take care of $15,000 locomo- 
tives. Negro firemen in the south are 
relleved of all responsibility for the 
safety of the trains. All they have 
to do is to throw coal into the fire- 
box. As long as the railroads are 
content for this class of cgeap labor 
they will get it.” 

Summing up the railroad’s side of 
the case, Elisha Lee said that to re- 
pair railways affected by middle west- 
ern floods would practically wipe out 
the surplus of many roads. Mr. Lee 
declared the situation growing out of 
the floods an object lesson of the ab- 
solute necessity for a railroad com- 
pany to earn a surplus adequate to 
protect its credit and able to provide 
for emergencies. 

While Mr. Lee held that railroad 
men should be and are well protected, 
yet he ‘declared they should not, 
through various means, exact a scale 
of wages “disproportionate to that of 
other lines of employment for similar 
energy.” a 

Whatever tncreases the board grant- 
ed, he said, must be paid by the public. 

The arbitration hearings were closed 
with compliments by Judge Chambers, 
of the board, for the way in which the 
proceedings had been conducted by 
both sides. 

At the conclusion of the lengthy ar- 
gument by Elisha Lee, President Car- 
ter, of the firemen, responded briefly. 
Referring to the losses sufferted by the 
roads because of the recent floods, he 
said, that individual firemen, too. had 
suffered heavily, hundreds of them hav- 
ing had every cent ‘of their property 
swept away.

Mayor Woodward challenges council 
to re-enact its charter over his veto, 
together with the Candler-McClelland- 
Hopkins charter, and gives his pledge 
that he will approve both and let 
them gg to the people for a vote with- 
in the next fifty days. 

Action Hard to Understand. 

“It is hard to understand how a 
body of people, supposed to represent 
the public at large, can deliberately 
set aside a measure that was ipdorsed 
at a mass meeting of fully 5,000 repre- 
sentative citizens,’ Mayor Woodward 
tells council in his message, “and all 
that was requested of the general 
council] was that the matter be re- 
ferred to the people for the privilege 
of casting their ballots as to whether 
they wanted to adopt the charier or 
not.” 

Mayor Woodward staied 
that he had been informed on 
authority that leaders in 
anti-charter fight would make an 
tempt to override his veto.

Alderman McClelland has hinted sev- 
eral times that he would resign Yro:n 
council, but held out because of his 
loyalty to Mayor Woodward.

Inean death.) 

When asked by The Constitution if 
he would withdraw his resignation if 
the mayor requests ‘him to do so, 
Alderman McClelland declared that he 
have to do a lot of thinking. 

“T'll have to’ consult my wife and 
family,” he said. ‘“! don’t want to 
discuss that part of the matter now. 
I am quitting because my physician 
tells me that a continuation of such 
activities that I have subjected my- 
self to means death. However, I'll 
be at the meeting of council Monday 
afternoon if it takes two ambulances 
to get me there. If council does not 
Want to hear my testimony, then it 
will Keep until they do want it.” 

Resigns and Attacks Council. 

Alderman McClelland sent his resig- 
nation to the private office of Mayor 
Woodward, in the Empire building, 
shortly before noon Saturday. He 
makes a vicious attack on council and 
denounces “petty politicians’ In that 
body of the city government. He 
afterwards made a statement to The 
Constitution that he was not seeking 
to evade the charges he made that 
two aldermen “have been grafting on 
beer licenses.” 

[In a communication submitted to 
Woodward along with his 
resignation, Alderman McClelland in- 
timates that he will again be forced 
to undergo a surgical operation. 

Alderman McClelland’s arraignment 
of eouncil was extremely bitter. He 
charges that a majority of the mem- 
bers of council “have gotten their 
thirty pieces of silver” and that the 
city government .is infested with a 
borde of .petty politicians. He ex- 
presses the hope that some citizen, big 
and brainy enough, with a personal 
fortune, will prove himself a Moses 
for Atlanta by taking up the fight 
that must be waged by the people. 

Referring to his charge made dur- 
Ing the fire department investigation 
that the charges against Chief Cum- 
mings was not the only example where 
contracts have been peddled, he says 
that if council orders an investigation 
he will stand ready to disclose names 
either as an alderman or as citizen. 
But he brands in advance such an in- 
vestigation as a joke, because, accord- 
ing to his ow'n statement, the members 


of council have known the facts all 
the time and no attempt has been 
made to make them public. 


Probe Will Be a Joke. 

He says that in the event council de- 
cides to‘°make an investigation of the 
charges it will be a comomn joke; ‘a 
pitiful preversion of the politicians in- 
vestigating themselves, polluting an? 
prostituting further the pernicious ends 
that petty politicians have systemati- 
cally practiced to perpetuate the per- 
quisites and demand from Atlanta the 
pound of flesh, and now by such far- 
cical investigation seek to vindicate 
and justify themselves before a long 
suffering public.” 

“The investigation would be useless, 
expensive and shameful,” he says. 

Speaking of the methods of the mem- 
bers of the city administration he char- 
acterizes as “‘petty politicians.” Alder- 


man McClelland likens them unto the 
flesh pots of Egypt. He says he is 
disgusted because he has learned the 
inside workings of the city govern- 


ment.

Alderman McClelland expresses re- 
grets to Mayor Woodward that he is 
not able to remain and help him ficnt 
the battle for the people.

Alderman McClelland was a cand:- 
date for mayor against Mayor Wooe. 
ward and Aldine Chambers. He with- 


drew before the primary and threw his 
entire support to Mayor Woodwari. 
Since January he has been the right 
hand of the mayor, and has been in- 
valuable as a leader on the floor of 
eouncil. He was one of the leadevs 
in the charter fight, receiving at the 
hands of Mayor Woodward the appoint- 
ment as one of the charter framers. 
Alderman McClelland is chairman of 
the tax committee and a member 5{ 
the policé committee. Both are among 
the most important committee assign- 
ments within the gift of the mayor. 
As chairman of he tax committee, Al- 
derman McClelland started an invest;- 
gation with a view of increasing as- 


sessments on central real estate to 
about $50,000,000. 
Alderman McClelland’s first serious 


breakdown came during the campaign. 
He has suffered frequent attacks. Hig 
iliness was further aggravated by the 
serious illness of his son, during the 
latter part of November.

MEMPHIS BLOCKS 
ARE UNDER WATER 


Levee Breaks and Low-Lying 
Property Is Inundated--No 
Loss of Life—Refugees Ar- 
riving at Memphis Camp. 


Memphis, Tenn., April 5.—Between 
six and ten blocks of low lying prop- 
erty along the Bayou Gayoso tonight 
is covered with 2 to 6 feet of muddy 
backwater from the Mississippi river 
as a result of the break in one of the 
city levees early this morning. The 
residents of the district affected had 
been warned in ample time to make 
their escape and there was no loss of 
life. 

The flooded district extends from 
North Main street, in the vicinity of 
the city gas works, where the water 
is 1 to 3 feet deep, east to St. Joseph's 
hospital and from Poplar street, on the 


south, to about Mill street, on the. 


north. With the rising of the Mis- 
sissippi! this section is expected to 
spread, but the damage will not be 
sO great as last year.

Washington, April 5—Major Nor- 
moyle has dispatched three carloads of 
foodstuffs to Hamilton, Ohio, to re- 
lieve 12,000 destitute persons. He 
found there 500 families homeless and 
in need of beds and bedding. To re- 
lieve their distress and furnish accom- 
modations for 1,200 persons sleeping 
on damp floors he has ordered 500 cots 
and 500 blankets Ernest P Bicknell, 
Red Cross director, reports the flood 
situation very serious in a number of 
Indiana cities.

OHIO FLOOD SUFFERERS 
ESTIMATED AT 77,133 


Officials of Red Cross Society 
‘Say That the People Are in 
Need of Assistance.

Columbus, Ohio, April 5.—Basing 
their figures upon reports received to- 
day from their field agents throughout 
the Ohio flood districts, officials of the 
Red Cross society who have been 
placed in charge of the relief work in 
this state today issued a statement es- 
timating that 454 persons lost their 
lives during last week's flood. Ohio-

Members of the Columbus flood re- 
lief committee tonight {ssued an ur- 
gent appeal to the citizens of this city 
for $25,000 with which to assist next 
week in the relief of 20,000 temporarily 
incapacitated people in the local flood 
district. 

Hundreds of refugees are said to be 
suffering from lack of proper food, be- 
cause of their inability to get stoves 
on which to cook. The committee 
stated that it is in great need of bed 
clothing. Many of the sufferers arp 
said to be in a weakened condition be- 
cause of exposure, and a disease epi- 
demic is feared unless proper clothing 
can be had. 

Up to date, Columbus citizens have 
raised a relief fund of $75,000, of which 
$67,000 already has been expended. 
The committee stated that a total of 
$192,000 more will be needed for the 
relief of the sufferers here.

Must Do One of Two Things. 

With increased demands for appro- 
ipriations this year, with the schools 
making urgent requests, with nearly 
every department endeavoring to meet 
the expansions incident to the growth 
of the state, the legislature must do 
-One of two things—either cut down 
‘appropriations and let departments 
suffer, or work out some plan where- 
by the revenues of the state will be 
increased. 

This brings up the fact that state 
officials have widely and divergent 
Views of what the remedy should be. 

The state ,treasurer thinks there 
should be a constitutional convention 
to revise the pregent constitution so 
as to include methods for increasing 
the state’s revenues. He says the 
present constitution was made to 
fit a commonwealth and a time not 
in Keeping with the Georgia of today. 
He does not say that. there should 
be an Increased taxation, but he be- 
lieves there might be an improvement 
on the assessment of taxable values. 
He calls attention to the state of Kan- 
sas, which up to a short while ago 
had a tax rate of eight mills and by 
changing the law regarding taxation 
the rate was reduced to less than two 
mills and the state’s taxable values 
increased from $700,000,000 to over two 
billions of dollars. 

Georgia’s income’ today ts a little 
over six and a half millions of dollars 
and the tax rate is five mills. 

Borrowing Only Temporary Relltef. 

“When the legislature allowed the 
people of Georgia to vote an amend- 
ment to the constitution,” states 
Treasurer W. J. Speer, “whereby the 
governor could borrow $500,000 to tide 
over emergencies, it didn’t bring in 
any money because it hag got to be 
paid back. The talk of cutting ap- 
propriations sounds like retrenchment, 
but there are certain demands on a 
growing and prosperous” state which 
must be taken care of. There is a 
great chance ahead of some statesman 
to make an everlasting name for him- 
self by becoming Georgia's financial 
Moses.” 

The comptroller takes just an op- 
posite view from the state treasurer. 
He thinks the tax assessments are 
freat enough and that the state has 
sufficient money on which to run its 
affairs if it will only live wthin its 
income. 

Thinks Income Sufficient 

“The anaual increase in taxable 
values is sufficient,” states Comp- 
troller Weight, “without placing any 
heavier burdens on the owners of 
farm lands. The farmers have to pay 
taxes on land that is uncultivated as 
well as on that which is under culti- 
vation and they are having a hard 
time as it is. There is enough money 
coming into the treasury to carry on 
the, business of the state if appropria- 
tions are held within reasonable 
bounds. In 1907, when the tax rate 
was made five mills, the state's tax- 
able values were $699,536,870. In 1812, 
with the same tax rate, the total tax- 
able values went to $847,338,438, or an 
increase in five years of nearly two 
hundred million dollars. I believe the 
the property owners’ give in their 
property at a very fair valuation and 
there are not so many tax dodgers as 
some people might suppose. The state 
is not a business corporation trying 
to make money, and with the present 
income it can grow and prosper if, as 
I said, the money is judiciously ex- 
pended.” 

The comptroller called attention to 
the attempts that have been made in 
the legislature to create a board of

My reason for believing that 
the American league is faster 
is that they are more progressive 
in securing young players, have 
more stars in their league, and 
they refuse to hold on to veterans 
that are losing their ability to 
deliver. 

Of the stars, we have Speaker,

The National league holds on 
to its players longer, and if

3ut that is where you are 
wrong, for few young baseball players 
know how to throw. 

I dare say more ball players lose 
out in their profcssion on account of 
loss of arms because they do not know 
how to throw than for any other rea- 
son. By taking good care of their 
arms when young—when many boys 
lose their arms because they abuse 
them—they can have a good “whip,” 
as it in called in baseball parlance, 
when they get to the right age to play 
professional! ball. 

Now, here is a hypothetical question 
which I believe will make clear my 
contention that a good arm is a most 
valuable asset to the professional 
baseball player.

Recognition of the fact that more 
information is needed in determining 
the proper type of construction for any 
Biven section of road, the National 
Good Roads Board of the American 
Automobile association is convinced 
that proper steps should be taken in 
every state in the union to gather 
such data as will show the number, 
character and approximate weights of 
vehicles passing over the principal 
roads.

AND THEN THERE ARE 
THOSE WHO KNOW. 

And then there are those who take 
hold of the subject as it really is; 
who know that this matter of woman's 
suffrage is an incident of a great big 
human drama with woman as the 
central figure—woman coming into 
her own—in every way, here, there 
and everywhere! 

When the big human drama begins 
to open up and is contemplated in all 
nations, as it is today, suffrage be- 
comes a small part of it, and women 
thinkers, students and workers, forge* 
the politics of it and become absorbed 
in the very complexity of this world 
drama--with its psychological and 
spiritual significance. 

Women with this view are the ones 
who are especially satisfied to feel 
that the more experienced masculine 
mind in politics had better be the one 
to lead in and obtain for women their 
political rights. They read with a 
feeling of comfortable dependence 
that when their rights are assailed 
there are those who come forward 
chivalrously *o protect.

A few years ago a little group of 
women in Evanston, Ill, used to meet 
Ainformally to study drama and peri- 
Odically attend the theatre in a group 
to support the best plays.

London, April 5.—King George is de- 
termined to be really England's “farm- 
er king,” and the young Prince of 
Wales, not to be behind the times, is 
preparing to challenge his father for 
the honors to be worn in the great 
cattle shows. 

The. king is adding every acre he can 
buy to his large Dandringham estate. 
He lately purchased a large property 
which extends the frontage of his land 
along the Wash, and it will be scten- 
tifically farmed. He is acting under 
the advice of his neighbor, the Earl of 
Leicester, whose vast farms, brought 
to perfection by the late earl, pro- 
duced a big income for’ a large fam- 
ily. 

The Prince of Wales is to set up 
as a farming landlord upon his own 
Cornish estates. His bailiff has been 
purchasing some pedigree stock to 
form the nucleus of the experimental 
herd from which his royal highness 
means to breed for the encouragement 
of the nation’s agriculture.

Mary Chaworth, being older than 
Byron, refused to take him seriously, 
and married a neighbor, John Musters, 
of Colwick Hall, a descendant of Sir 
John Husters, Knighted at Whitehall 
in 1663, who bought property from th2 
property of the Byron family. Mr. 
Chaworth-Musters is the great-grand- 
son of John Musters and the last of the 
Chaworths.

jewels, to fill the vacancy caused by 
the retirement of Sir Arthur Wynne, 
The office has increased in responsi- 
bility, owing to the regrettable Dublin 
Castle scandal. At aH times, however, 
it has called for a man of great dis- 
cretion. 

England's earlier monarchs not in- 
frequently found it necessary or de- 
sirable to pawn some or all of the 
regagos, and in such a case it was, of 
course, the keeper who effected the 
transaction. In one case when Rich- 
ard Illy was particularly “hard up” it 
was the corporation of the city of Lon- 
don who found the money and acted 
as pawnbrokers for the occasion. But 
it was usual for the adopted “uncle” 
to be some private individual whose 
secrecy could be fairly well relied on. 
During the commonwealth the office 
of Keeper of the crown jewels natu- 
rally fell into abeyance, and the jew- 
els themselves were mostly sold. 
Hardly had a new set been made for 
Charlies Ill. when an attempt was made 
to steal them, but unsucceggfully, and 
the would-be thief was incarcerated— 
a Tantalus-like punishment—in the 
tower, where the jewels themselves 
were housed.

Will Visit America. 


Lord Doune, the Earl of Moray’s @lé- 
est son, comes of age in July, and after 
the celebration of the event in Perth- 
shire he will go for a long tour, most 
of which will be spent in the western 
states of America. The young man is 
a very eligible party, as in addition 
to the earldom, he will inherit great 
estates in six Scotch counties. 

The Earls of Moray are lineally de- 
scended from the famous Pror of St. 
Andrews, an illegitimate son of James 
V. After the deposition of his sister, 
Mary Queen of Scots, he became re- 
gent of Scotland, and so continued une 
til he was assassinated by Hamilton of 
Bothwellhaugh, in the streets of Lin- 
lithgow. He is known as the “good 
regent,” but it is possible to excuse 
Bothwellhaugh of his crime. While 
away from his home, Woodhouselee, 
near Edinburgh, Bothwellhaugh’s wifa 
was seized by the rewent’'s favorite and 
turned naked at night into the open 
fields. In the morning she was a rav- 
ing maniac and her child dead. The 
regent’s eldest daughter married Sir 
James Stuart, son and heir of Lord 
Doune, and he assumed the title o7f 


'Earl of Moray, being the “Bonnie Eari 


of Moray” of history. He was murder- 
in 1592 by his hereditary enemy, 
the Early of Huntly, whose daughter 
was subsequently married to his son 
and successor. 

Doune castle is now merely an im- 
posing ruin. The old dungeon and 
guardroom of the castle remain muca 
as they were, and the solidly built 
towers, bastions and stone staircases 
make the stronghold a remarkable ex- 
ample of fifteenth century architecture.; 
Becoming a royal residence. Doune 
had its constable, and the office, be- 
coming hereditary, now  Delongs to 
Lord Moray, a descendant of the first 
holder. Amid these historic environ- 
ments the coming of age of the fu- 
ture, and eighteenth, Earl of Moray 
will be commemorated by celebrations 
extending over three days, and already 
preparations for the event are being 
made af/ the ruined castle, -

INSTRUCTION—Place one of the charts at right angles with the keyboard so that the small white letter D at bottom of chart with the dash above it is directly over D on the keyboard. Then 


the white spaces on the chart will be over the white keys and black spaces over the black keys. The top, middle and lower sections on the lower chart represent the three chords, a mastery of which will 
enable anyone to accompany on the piano or organ any song or melody in the key of F sharp, and the upper chart: represents the chords of the key of D sharp minor. 

The white letters are to be played with the left hand and the black letters with the right hand. | 

Now having placed the chart on the piano or organ, play the white letter on the top section with the left hand, and then the three black letters in unison with the right hand. 

Next play the middle section in the same way, then the lower section, and then return to the top section. a 


The small white letter D atebottom of chart with a dash above it, which gives the chart position, must not be played. : eo :

A real estate deal of much interest 
here ig the purchase by H. M. Hanna, of 
Cleveland, Ohio, of the winter residence 
of Mrs. W. A. Tower, of New York. 
This is what was formerly known in 
this section as the MacIntyre place, 
having been the property of the late 
Colonel A. T. MacIntyre and sold tv 
Mrs. Tower after his death. The 
house, which is a large brick one, !s 
of the old ante-bellum homes of 
this section and was built by Colonel 
MacIntyre before the war. The brick 
of which it is built were made on the 
place and the construction was person- 
ally superintended to a great extent oy 
Colonel Macintyre himself. 

There are 413 acres of land in the 
estate, and the purchase price paid for 
the place, including the residence, was

Washington, April 5.—Preparation 
for reorganization of the customs serv- 
ice' on July 1 are well under way by 
Secretary McAdoo.

The rut in the pavement 
caused by heavy traffic being forced 
from the street proper will be made 
smooth by the heating process. 

Won't Take Up Concrete Base. 

It is agreed that parts of the street 
where the asphalt sheet is in appar- 
ently good condition is not to be dis- 
turbed, nor will the concrete base put 
down five years be taken up as 
_was first contemplated. 

The plan that seems to have the fn- 
dorsement of the property owners is 
to let the city and county make a first- 
class repair job now, and In five years 
hence, when the city treasury is fat- 
ter, a fine vitrified brick pavement, 
which will cost about $5 per front foot 
to the property owners, will be substi- 
tuted for the bitulithic. 

‘T think a majority of the property 
owners will agree to the repairing of 
the street now, and later on we can 
have a brick pavement put down,” said 
John E. Murphy, one of the leaders in 
the Peachtree paving campaign. “We 
realize that the city cannot do much 
now on account of the depleted condi- 
tion of the treasury, and we can stand 
for a first-class repair 

Several schemes were 
joint meeting of the 
committee and the county commission- 
ers Saturday morning, but nothing defi- 
nite was decided on until after the two 
committees made inspection of the 
asphalt.

| William G. McAdoo, the new secretary 
of the treasury, has made a great rep- 
utation within a few years and hag 
ideserved it. He is a Man who tnin«s

| standpoint. Uniike some men, of simi- 
llariy bold imagination, ne has ay 
jamazing gwitt for detaiis, a tireless in- 
|dustry, and a@ Gauntiess courage. He 
is ol the stuff tnat siatesmMen are Macs

thigh political place. His father was 
'an officer in the Mexican war, a Ten- 
nessee judge, a Confederate soldier, 
and in his iast years a professor in 
the University of Tennessee. The 
younger McAdoo, after leaving the 
university, Decame a lawyer, found 
| himseif interested in transportation 
| prodvliems, and reconstructed the local 
transit system of Chattanooga. 

He came to New iork as a young 
lawyer in 1892. Ten years later he 
had entered upon the project of con- 
structing the rapid-transit tunnels 
under the Hudson which now unite 
the city of New York with the New 
Jersey suburbs and the railway ter- 
minals at Hoboken and Jersey City. 
j His chief stock in trade lay in his per- 
}sonal force and the confidence inspired 
‘by his own taith and enthusiasm. His 
{project grew until it required the rais- 
ing of about $75,000,000 of capital 
The engineering difficulties that he 
overcame were formidable. Not less 
trying were the legal and political 
fights involved in securing necessary 
franchises in two states, as against 
the hostility of powerful interests. 

He has been praised a good dealj 
but it is literally true that McAdoo 
went out against opposing forces with 
the fine courage and audacity of a 
young David agaist Goliath and the 
Philistine hosts. New York is not 
merely indebted to McAdoo for the 
Hudson tunnels. It is also indebted 
to him, more than to any one else, for 
the vast project of new municipal sub- 
ways that the Interborough and 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit companies will 
operate, contracts for which have just 
‘now been signed. But for the way in 
| which Mr. McAdoo came forward, a 
little more than two years ago, and 
offered to build the “tri-borough” 
/route that the public service commis- 
sioners of New York had projected, 
the deadlocked situation would have 
not been broken. The Interborough 
from that moment realized that it must 
serve the public or be superseded. 

Mr. McAdoo’s way of winning public 
favor is to render public service. He 
could probably have had the nomina- 
‘tion for governor in 1910, if he had 
_been sufficiently free from other obli- 
,Sations to atcept. He has no kinship 
| with the private money-making man- 
ipulators of corporation finance, Noth- 
ing in his career in New York com-

mits him unduly to Wall street or 
the money power, or in any manner 
disqualifies him to render service at 
_the treasury from the standpoint of 
the country as a whole. It will be 
remembered that Mr. McAdoo had 
taken great interest in Woodrow. Wil- 
Son's candidacy, and that during the 
,;campaign he was joint manager with 
Mr. McCombs. He has always been a 
progressive in his convictions, and. 
while an active democrat, he has never 
'shown any of the narrowness of mere 
partisanship. He will unquestionably 
do everything in his power to promote 
the early reform of the banking anid 
currency laws, and may be expected to 
promote economy and _ efficiency n 
public expenditure.

Many men have been working at this 
problem and along similar lines. That 
they have succeeded so far as to jus- 
tify men of capital going to consid- 
erable expense in making experimental 
tests is proved by a venture to be 
made by Burdett Loomis at Hartford, 
Conn. 

In the little city of Waycross, Ga., 
Mr. Loomis purposes establishing a 
paper mill. He has found a manufac- 
turing plant that has been in disuse 
for some time, which he regards as 
avallable for his experiment. .He is 
to equip his plant with paper-makings 
machinery, and if there are not set- 
backs the mills may be in operation 
before the frosts come. 

These mills will thoroughly test the 
avallability for making paper of vege. 
table pulp that may be obtained from 
fiber of the cotton plant, froin 
sugar stalks and also the long fiber of 
the wild banana plant, which grows 
in abundance in the Waycross soil. It 
may be that in these mills tests will 
made of the availability of the 
waste of the lumber mills of the south. 

It was in Connecticut, not far from 
Mr. Loomis’ boyhood home, that the 
first high-grade paper manufactured 
in the United States was produced. 
up to the time of the civil 
war, a very high quality of manila 
paper was manufactured. Some years 
later the great paper plants in north- 
western Massachusetts and in the vi- 
cinity of Troy, N. Y., were established 
that created for their owners large fo-- 
tunes. 

Mr. Loomis has all of the traditions 
and history of American paper making 
at his instant command, for he knows 
history. If they are successful,
